up in loss of life and limb. On the 
contrary, recent figures indicate that 
menace is becoming greater year by 
year and month by month. Already 
before the “holiday season, when the 
peak of tra may be expected, in- 
dications are that the grim harvester 
will take a bigger’ yield on the high- 
ways this vear than in 1939. It is 
already a. matter of record, for in- 
stance, that serious road accidents in 
Ontario in February of this year to- 
talled 1,226 as compared with 806 in 
the corresponding month a year ago, 
a startling increase of approximately 
50 per cent. 

Unfortunately, there is nothing to 
indicate that the situation will no* 
become progressively worse as ihe 
summer wears towards fall, and in- 
sofar as the Canadian highway men- 
ace is concerned is likely to be accen- 
tuated with the influx uc. a much

In the Prairie Provinces well dis- 
tributed heavy rains and showers over 


_ {the main wheat growing area have 


improved moisture conditions. and 
crops on the whole are progressing 
favorably. Wheat presents an even 
healthy stand and is stooling well. 
Coarse grains are advancing satis- 
factorily. Grasshoppers are appear- 
ing in some districts, but control mea- 
sures are under way; the most heav- 


ily infested areas are in southwestern | 


Saskatchewan and adjacent districts 
in Alberta.. Cutworms and wire- 
worms have caused slight damage 
and weed growth is strong in some 
districts. Pastures are in good con- 
dition. 


In Alberta crop conditions throush- 
out the province are satisfactory and 
moisture supplies are sufficient for 
the present, but in some districts good 
rains are required soon. Early sown 
wheat is stooling well and shows vig- 
orous growth. Grasshoppers have 
caused some damage in extreme 


‘|southeastern areas. Pastures are in 


excellent condition. The sugar beet 
crop is favorable and thinning is well 
advanced. " 

Saskatchewan crop conditions on 
the whole are satisfactory. Wheat is 
of even growth and coarse grains 
have made fairly good progress. Mod- 
erate to heavy general rains have been 
beneficial, particularly in the north 
and central districts, where reserves 
were low.

CIN MOISTURE RESERVES 


For the third week in succession a 
substantial increase has taken place 
in the moisture reserves available to 
the growing crops over the prairie 
provinces. The condition, however, 
is still below normal. Adding to- 
gether the rains which fell last 
autumn during the months of August 
September and October, and the pre- 
cipitation which occurred from April 
ist to June 17th, inclusive, the mois- 
ture available to the growing crops 
for the three prairie provinces, as a 
whole, is now 81 per cent, of norr«ai, 
as compared with 77 per cent. last 
week and 115 per cent at this time a 
year ago. 

In Alberta no change has taken 
place during the week, the condition 
now being 89 per cent. of normal, az 
compared with 89 per cent. last week 
and 109 per cent. a year ago. 

In Saskatchewan a considerable 
improvement has taken place, the 
moisture condition now. being 75 per 
cent. of notmal, as compared with 48 
per cent. last week and 126 per cent. 
& year ago. 

In Manitohg a decline has taken 
place, the condition now being 84 per 
cent. of normal, as compared with 89 
per cent. a week ago and 84 per cent. 
at this time a year ago. 

A number of districts in Eastern 
Alberta, in Northern and Central Sas- 
katchewan and in Northwestern 
Manitoba still lack sufficient mois-
